SCHOOL REPORT, 


We respectfully submit the following School Report 
for your perusal and examination, trusting it may meet 
your expectation and prove satisfactory. | Doubtless 
there are some errors, but perfection is never reached 
in this life by the best of men. | 

The usual number of seven schools have been main- 
tained the past year. each having three terms of nine, 
ten, and eight and a half weeks respectively. There 
being sufficient funds, it was considered best to prolong 
the term one half week beyond the usual time. 

We have aimed to secure the very best teachers to 
be had for the amount of money raised, and it is hardly 
necessary for information to say that our efforts have 
been rewarded by seeing the combined efforts of 
parents, scholars, and teachers. 

It is a pretty sure indication of success when parents 
and pupils wish for the same teacher back again. 

Schools have all been supplied with experienced 
teachers well qualified for the positions, and we believe 
good progress has been made every term. 

In order to keep pace with the ever changing times 
and methods of instruction, we have purchased a new 
series of grammars, with which each school has been 
supplied. Have also added some new readers, and 
would recommend that more copies be supplied soon. 
They are continually wearing out, and by using the 
same series the reading becomes familiar, and it is not 
so interesting or instructive. 
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We also think it would be a very acceptable and 
beneficial addition to the supplies if several copies of a 
small dictionary could be furnished each school. It 
would be far easier to find simple words usually needed 
by the average scholar, than to look for them in a large 
unabridged dictionary, or else let them pass unnoticed 
without finding meanings or pronunciations, which is 
more often the case. 

In the way of repairs we wish to say the school- 
houses are all in fair condition. The Mountain school- 
house has been shingled the past year and some new 
windows put in. Very few other repairs have been 
made. There has been no painting done, but a good 
coat of paint would improve the inside of some of the 
schoolrooms very much, especially the North Road and 
Centre. 

The blackboards all need painting, or what would be 
much better, replaced by slate, then they would never 
need paint. Repairs are continually needed, in fact 
waste and repair is the life of our bodies. Is it not so 
with other things? If there was no waste we would 
have nothing to do for exercise to keep our bodies in a 
healthy condition. 

To mention what is needed most, we will say the 
North Road school-house and shed. The foundation is 
outof tune. The plastering is in poor condition, which 
needs to be all taken off and replastered. ‘The paint 
inside is not very ornamental. ‘The shingles have seen 
their best days. Something will need to be done there 
in the near future. 

The Centre needs new steps, and one side will soon 
need new shingles. The New Orchard shed needs re- 
pairing. A coat of whitewash on the ceiling would 
improve some of the school-rooms. 
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Another subject in the way of improvement, we 
think, would be a pleasing addition to six of the school- 
rooms; that is, some place to keep the supply of books 
besides thrown about on side seats, piled up on tables 
in the way, to get full of dust. With but one excep- 
tion there is room for a cupboard in the entry for books 
not used, and the sooner it is made the better. 

We believe all interested in education and school 
matters wish to know what has been done, and what 
needs to be done to make childhood days at school what 
they should be, and usually are, the most instructive 
and happiest days of our life.
